There are a few tricks to making & salad that's excel- 


lent in taste, appealing in texture and beautiful all at the 
same time. . . . Yet it's in the area of preparing salads 
that a woman can become deftly creative. There are. of 
course, all sorts of salads which range from fresh greens 
through all the vegetables now coming to market to the 
fruits and gelatin molds. 


There are salads for starting a dinner off to a roaring 


success and there are go-with salads . . . those flavorful 
kinds that set off the meat course or other entree. A salad 
frequently makes a dessert. Right now, the greens . . . 
lettuces in great variety . . . are coming to market and 
these are the ones which make either tossed salad basics 
or beds for other salad foods. They play an important role 
in making salads picture-pretty. 


Green leafy salad vegetables require moist cold condi- 


tions to retain their best food value and flavor. Leafy 
greens and Iceberg lettuce store best in film bags or wrap 
and held in the hydrator of the refrigerator just below 
freezing, between 27 and 32 degrees. 


It is important to buy only a week's supply of greens 


at the most to keep them at top quality. It is better to 
purchase greens frequently rather than try to store them

Red China Isn't Forgetting 
Nationalist Isle of Quemoy 


Wednesday, May 12. 1965

TAIPEI, Formosa (AP) — 


Whatever attention Communist 
China is paying its other fron- 
tiers, it is not forgetting Que- 
moy. the Nationalist island just 
off the Chinese mainland. 


Peking's 
forces 
ordinarily 


bombard the island on odd-num- 
bered days and refrain from 
shelling it on even-numbered 
days, in accord with an an- 
nounced pattern. But over the 
years there have been nearly 
500 lapses from shelling on odd- 
numbered days. 


The Communists have made 


no new attempt to crush Que- 
moy since their massive effort 
in the summer of 1958. 


But there have been some 


flareups, 
including 
massive 


bombardments 
which marked 


President 
Dwight 
D. Eisen- 


hower's visit to Formosa in 
June 1960. 


Since the big eruption in 1958, 


Communist shelling of Quemoy 
has had two main objectives — 
harassment and propaganda. 


More than half the shells fired 


carry only enough explosives to 
burst them and scatter leaflets. 


In the first four months of this 


year the Communists, by Na- 
tionalist count, have fired an 
average of 666 shells a month at 
Quemoy and its satellite islands. 


Upward of 70,000 troops garri- 


son the Quemoy Islands, which 
have a total area of about 57 
square miles and a civilian pop- 
ulation of about 50,000. 


Quemoy, which the Chinese 


call Kinmen, meaning "Golden 


Gate," accounts for 50.5 square 
miles of the area. 


Quemoy in 1949 had to import 


practically all its food. It still 
has to get rice from Formosa 
but is self-sufficient in vegeta- 
bles, fish, poultry, fruit 
and 


pigs. 


Free Education 


Quemoy is the first and so far 


the only place in Nationalist 
China where compulsory 
free 


education has been extended 
from six to nine years. 


In 1949, Quemoy was mostly 


desert. Since then millions of 
trees have been planted. 


The highways built on Que- 


moy compare favorably with 
those in Formosa. Quemoy also 
boats a seven-hole golf course 
with an unusual hazard — the 
danger of gunfire. 


The island has five movie the- 


laters with a total of 3,362 seats. 
The troops have five army 


i bands. 


One of the strangest things 


about the most heavily shelled 
island in the world is its grip as 
a tourist attraction. 


The Defense Ministry cannot
